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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-16, 19, 21-28 and 30-53 are pending in this application. 



Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 26, 
2002 has been entered. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 

disclose nor make obvious a transdermal delivery system comprising: 

an ethoxylated lipid selected from the group consisting of castor oil, jojoba oil, 
corn oil, and emu oil; 

an alcohol mixed with the ethoxylated lipid so as to form a penetration enhancer; 

an aqueous adjuvant mixed with the penetration enhancer, wherein the aqueous 
adjuvant comprises Aloe Vera\ and 

a delivery agent mixed with the aqueous adjuvant and the penetration enhancer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
